The to tal budgeted ex penses was o v erstated almo st 
$8 00,000 in these repo rts and the increase o f ex penses 
w as also o v erstated by abo ut $8 0,000. 
These inco rrect repo rts resulted because they in­ 
cluded the pro jected ex penditures o f the Water Depart­ 
ment and the Public Library and also the sales tax re­ 
funds the city receiv es. 
These inclusio ns disto rt the budget figures fo r three 
reaso ns. 
First, because a sales tax re­ 
fund is an inco me, no t an ex ­ 
pense, item. 
Seco nd, because the 
Water 
Department do es no t o perate o n 
tax 
rev enues 
but 
rather 
o n 
rev enues fro m water and serv ­ 
ices sales. 
Also the department budget 
custo marily bears little resem­ 
blance to the anticipated ex ­ 
pense to o perate the depart­ 
ment. 
Fo r instance, last y ear the de­ 
partment budgeted ex penditures 
o f $3 8 2,2 00, but actual ex penses 
amo unted to o nly $23 4 ,7 3 8 .

B> R A LPH rie TO LED A N O 


In its “ one-man, one-vote" ruling, the 
United States Supreme Court held that it 
was un-Constitutional for the states to 
have one house of their legislatures elect­ 
ed according to population and the other 
according to geography. In doing so, the 
court struck down the provision of the 
Constitution that gives the states the ex ­ 
clusive right of legislative apportionment. 
It also said, in effect, that the Congress 
of the United States was un-Constitutional 
since the Senate is elected along g eo­ 
graphical lines, with no heed paid to the 
criterion of population. Tiny Rhode Island 
has two senators, and so does California. 


This imposition of its own faulty logic 
and the rewriting of the Constitution were 
no innovation. Repeatedly, the Warren 
Court took it upon itself to invade the 
prerogatives of the states, even when 
they were categorically spelled out by 
the Constitution. The Congress might 
remonstrate and fume, but nothing was 
done to prevent the Supreme Court from 
assuming rights and privileges not grant­ 
ed it by the Constitution or by statute. 


The “ one-man, one-vote” decision was 
protested, and an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution, allowing states with bicameral 
legislatures to apportion one house a c­ 
cording to geography and the other a c­ 
cording to population, was introduced by 
the Republican Senate Leader Everett 
McKinley Dirksen. The Democratic m a ­ 
jority, however, voted down Mr. Dirk- 
sen’s proposal, giving its blessing to the 
Warren Court. But the states did not 
take the court’s ruling down. 


Under the Constitution, two-thirds of 
the states have the right to convene a 
Constitutional Convention. As, one by one, 
state legislatures passed resolutions ca ll­ 
ing for such a convention, however, Dem ­ 
ocratic leaders on Capitol Hill began to 
cast about for a means to prevent it. 
They argued that it was un-Constitutional 
to do what the Constitution provided for 
—an argument so ludicrous that it was 
quietly dropped. 


Ignoring the simple fact that the sys­ 
tem knocked out by the Supreme Court 
had prevented dominance of the cities 
over rural areas, thereby protecting the 
minority, the Democrats then argued that

Acceding to “ many requests,” the 
Post Office included the words “ in the 
beginning God • , 
on the Apollo 8 
stamp, which shows a view of the earth 
as seen from moon orbit. 


The reading from the Genesis account 
of creation by the crew of Apollo 8 has 
become closely associated with the flight 
in the public mind, ex plains Postmaster 
General Blount, and it seemed appropri­ 
ate that this phrase should appear on the 
stamp that commemorates one of the 
most significant and dramatic events 
of our time. 


Rather than argue over whether the 
\pollo stamp represents one more crack 
in the wall of separation of church and 
state, however, perhaps we ought to ask 
ourselves w hether the practice of public 
piety does not carry the danger of de­ 
meaning genuine religious feeling into 
mere religiosity. 
There is no invocation of diety in the 


Constitution. America got along very well 
for half a century with the original Pledge 
of Allegiance before Congress ordered the 
words “ under God” inserted.

Tydings (D.-Md.) says, “ we could face 


a constitutional crisis unparalleled in the 
history of the Republic.” The arguments 
now being raised against the calling of 
a convention are interesting. Such a con­ 
vention, its foes now insist, could rewrite 
the entire Constitution and—this is the 
panic button—the Bill of Rights. 
Since the Constitution was ratified by 
the states because they had the right to 
amend it, this argument’s validity eludes 
me. It is interesting to note, however, 
that those who are fearful of amending 
the Constitution are precisely the very 
critics who tell us it is an outdated docu­ 
ment not applicable to changed times and 
a highly technological age. 
All this could be brushed aside. But* 
the opponents of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention have plans to frustrate the will of 
the state legislatures if the 34th comes 
through. Sen. Tydings hopes, by a legal­ 
istic maneuver, to block the call for a 
convention when it is sent to the Senate. 
There are differences in form and lan­ 
guage in the petitions so fa r submitted, 
and he insists that this makes them “ fall 
short of being valid.” 
Tf this kind of pettifogging reason is 
employed by the Senate to forestall a

catfish in the Rock River from 
G rand D etour to Castle Rock. 
The late spring or early sum ­ 
m er high w ater usually seems 
to put old whiskermouth on the 
prowl in this area. Best baits 
are minnows, 
nightcrawlers, or 
shrimp. This is one time of the 
y ear that the cats seem to pre­ 
fer fresh bait over the rotten 
stuff. A person does need a boat 
for this fishing in order to get 
out into the channels and below 
the islands. In order to hold 
the 
bait 
when casting 
from 
shore, one needs a ton of weight 
and then 
Mr. whiskerface gets 
suspicious. 
R em em ber that last week 1 
said 
that 
m usky 
fishing 
in 
northern Wisconsin was poor? 
Well, the fishermen made a liar 
of me as usual. Three catches 
of 43, 38 and 29 pounds were 
reported last weekend in Vilas 
County 
and that sounds 
like 
pretty good musky fishing to 
me. They have also been doing 
well on the fresh-water tigers 
in 
the 
H ay w ard region. 
The 
milskv is a strange fish — until 
y ou hook one, he rem ains a leg­ 
end, a figment of the im agina­ 
tion — 
but once y ou get one 
on the 
line, and the odds are 
9 9 to 1 that y ou won’t land him, 
y ou get that not-so-rare disease 
known as “ musky madness.’* 
No Satisfaction 
F rom then on y ou are never 
satisfied, even those who have 
taken a world’s record m usky 
a re n’t happy . There is alway s 
a bigger one somewhere. 
If 
y ou 
like 
northern 
pike, 
Lake Shawano located near the 
town of Shawano in Shawano 
County , Wis., should be right 
up y our alley . It is a big, shal­ 
low, weedy lake, about 30 miles | 
north of big Lake Winnebago, 
j 
which has a nice kind of prob- j 
lem. It is overpopulated with 
northerns. 
But don’t get 
the 
idea that these are small, stunt - 1 
ed, snakes. A 23-pounder was • 
taken there last week. By the j 
wray , there is a daily limit of j 
25 northerns on the lake and 
m ore than one person has taken 


a limit of good-sized ones in 
a day . 


Locally , again, just before the 
high 
w’ater 
some 
very 
good 
catches 
of 
sm allm outh 
bass 
were taken from Green River 
near Amboy . Best lures seemed 
to be y ellow or orange Shy ster 
or Rooster Tail spinners in the 
one-eighth to one-quarter ounce 
range. 


Where to Go 
The local farm ponds should 
produce some good catches of 
largem ouths and bullheads as 
soon as the w ater clears. For 
the bass, any thing from surface 
plugs and fly rod lures to the 
old reliable nightcraw ler should 
produce well. 


My suggestions for places to 
go this weekend are quite limit­ 
ed due to the high water. 
One 
spot 
might 
be 
Pierce 
Lake at Rock Cut State P ark 
which is 
located about 
three 
miles 
northeast 
of 
Rockford. 
Some 
very 
good 
catches 
of 
largemouths are reported from 
this 16 0-acre lake from time to 
time and an occasional lunker 
walley e 
is 
hauled 
from 
the 
depths. F or the kids, there are 
countless 
num bers 
of 
small 
bluegills and sunfish and a good 
population 
of bullheads. 
If y ou 
take any sunfish or bluegills, 
please don’t return them to the j 
lake, regardless 
of 
what 
the 
conservation 
department 
say s, 
they ’re stunted 
because 
there 
are too m any of them. In the 
ice fishing derby held there last 
winter, 
there 
were 
thousands 
taken 
and 
the 
largest 
was 
around six inches. By the way , 
at that derby a 10 inch two- 
thirds pound crappie was the 
largest fish taken. 
But like T said, during the 
sum m er months good catches 
of bass are taken from it.
